A general sanitary inspection of the 
village was carried out on August 12th 
13th and 14th. It was found that the 
village as an whole was in very good 
clean condition, there were, however 
a number minor discrepancies noted 
and placed before the local Board*of 
Health. e 

In the case of D. E. Cahill who has 
several previous notications to place 
his premises in sanitary condition, 
having failed to do so, S. G. Cottle 
laid information against him on two 
charges. First, he did neglect to 
comply with order given him by an 
executive officer as provided in section 
27 Public Health Act. Second, that 
he did maintain his premises in filthy 
and unsanitary condition 

The cases were heard before* A. E. 
Iveith, J.P., Saturday August 14th 1 
D. E. Cahill pleaded ‘Not Guilty.’ He 
.was proved guilty and fined $5.00 and 
costs $6.00 on the first charge. To

and the singleness of purpose of the 
crowd indicate truthfully the presence 
in our midst of a large number of 
practical farmers. The steady ad¬ 
vance in the high standard of the ex¬ 
hibits reflect that a similar improve¬ 
ment is taking effect in our produc¬ 
tions. On the other hand it is equal¬ 
ly true that the absence of a number 
from the fair indicates a wider lack 
of interest than should exist. After 
making due allowance for the near 
approach of harvest and shortness of 
labor it still appears that too many 
were absent from the fair. It is pos¬ 
sible that .a number of these folk felt 
that they had nothing to learn. But 
if we grant this to be true, and for 
the purpose of argument we will con¬ 
cede that they do know so much, we 
will yet maintain and emphasize that 
it is their duty to come, along and 
give the other fellow the advantage 
of their knowledge. In the meanwhile 


present shortage of help and the prox¬ 
imity of harvest. The general qual¬ 
ity. however, was well maintained in 
every class. The horses, slightly few¬ 
er in number and rather thinner than 
usual, yet showed well The cattle ex¬ 
hibited were more numerous and in 
better condition than last year. The 
sheep, pigs and poultry were good but 
too few in numbers The household 
and school sections represented high 
standard of efficiency. 

The crowd in attendance was none 
too large. It was an intelligent crowd 
—a crowd out for the study of their 
business. This is indicated, perhaps, 
most clearly by the interest taken in 
the exhibits and the nature of the re¬ 
creative events planned on the pro¬ 
gram—these events being solely for 
the interest of the children and loc¬ 
al horsemanship. It speaks well for 
the welfare of agriculture when it is 
possible for a crowd to remain in¬ 
terested all day with only the essen¬ 
tials of their occupation to hold their 
interest for a whole day. 

The work accomplished by the offi¬ 
cers of the Agricultural Society is of 
greater importance than we common¬ 
ly recognize. It speaks volumes for 
their “stick-ability" that we have had 
an unbroken series of fairs since the 
first one in 1913. Wainwright has fal¬ 
len out for several years and is mak¬ 
ing an effort this year to resume the 
annual fair. Edgerton missed one 
year as did a number of others. Not 
only hae the Chauvin society held the 
fair regularly each year, it has regu¬ 
larly and consistently impored each 
fair held. It is not easy to set a mon¬ 
etary value on the exhibitions, for who 
can place an adequate valuation on a 
good idea first picked up at the fair 
and carried out in practise in the en¬ 
suing seasons. More often the idea is, 
being carried out profitably long after 
the source of that idea is lost to mem¬ 
ory. W e should give the Agricultural 
Society full credit for providing an 
nually an opportunity to get together 
and learn a little more of the science 
of our business
